The filter prosses aro 
ed with nylon fabric. 


This is the frst time that 
Qltration has been used. in 
cement manufacture in’ Britatn 
and it is believed to be the first 
cement manufecturing process in 
the world to use plate and' frame 
presses although rotary vacuum 
Miters are used in some overseas 
countries, ee 


The fillration system has been 
developed by the ‘cement com- 
pony’s engineers at a Sussex 
plant where the raw materials 
used are chalk and clay. - After 
the chalk has been mixed with 
wator and reduced toa fine 
particle size the clay is added 
and the mixture Is subsequently 
fed into kilns where the - heat 
dries it out and. causes a 
chemical reaction between the 
components, 


HIGHER OUTPUT 


The iden of using filtration to 
remove some of the excess mols- 
ture from the slurry before it 
goes into the kilns has Interested 
engineers for a long time past 
for it gives’ possibilities of in- 
creasing. the output from ‘extet- 
ing plant, and also of enabling 
the amount of cool per ton of 
material to be reduced, thus 
keeping down costs, 


The cemeitt. firm started work 
in earmest.on the project in 
January 1955. Investigations
